L. J. Smithwick, secretary of the 
Tidewater Wholesale Grocery and 
Feed Association, Inc., said yester- 
day that approximately 50 per cent 
of the independents in this area had 
signed up as of Saturday, with 
many other expected to join in the 
program this week.

an hour February 9, they are 
going to operate on "war time." 
That is the name, picked by 
President Roosevelt for the new 
daylight saving time by Con- 
gress as a means of. conserving 
power for defense operations.

In this world struggle we are of 
necessity building a gigantic gov- 
ernment, a gigantic military ma- 
chine. Our free enterprise system 
is busy catching up with the slaves 
of the dictatorship. Until the war 
is terminated successfully, you will 
do without the pampering that you 
have received from free enterprise. 
It will probably do you good. While 
you are deprived of many of the 
prrducts of industry, you will learn 
what free American enterprise did 
for you in the past. . If the lesson 
sinks in deeply enough, you may 
even learn that if you ever want 
free enterprise back, you will have 
to make it possible for it to come 
back. 

The requisites of its return are 
few, but they will require the same 
toughness that is required to win 
the war. First, the evil ofcuncon- 
trolled bureaucracy will have to be 
crushed. Second, the burden of tax- 
ation yri\\ have to be equitably dis- 
tributed and a long-range program 
adopted to savethis country from 
bankruptcy. Third, and most im- 
portant, is the realization that we 
cannot maintain representative 
government without free enterprise 
— that unless free men can direct 
their energies to the betterment of 
life for other free men, as in the 
past, they will automatically be di- 
rected to the buildin#of big gov- 
ernment. 

A permanent big government 
with millions of employes would 
spell the end of free men, free en- 
terprise, free opportunity, represen- 
tative government— the end of the 
things that millions of American 
men are preparing to fight and die 
for in every corner of the world.

The House of the State Legisla- 
ture on Wednesday established a 
five member commission with an 
authority to build a tunnel between 
Norfolk and Portsmouth which 
would create another entrance to 
Virginia Beach and relieve the 
present congestion and delays by 
using the present ferry system and 
the round about toll free bridge 
route. 

The Elizabeth Rjver tunnel bill, 
passed with amendments making it 
acceptable to Portsmouth and Nor- 
folk County, joint owners of the 
present Norfolk-Portsmouth ferry 
system, embodies some of the prin- 
ciples of the S$ate Toll Revenue 
Bond Act of two years ago, except 
that it would set up an independent 
commission appointed by the Gov- 
ernor in place of putting the proj- 
ects in the hands of the State High- 
way Commission. 

Two of the members of the tun- 
nel commission would be from Nor- 
folk, one from Portsmouth, one 
from Norfolk County, and the fifth 
from some other political subdi- 
vision. The project, under the bill, 
would be undertaken on a self- 
liquidating basis with revenues re- 
tiring the bonds issued to finance 
construction. 

Provision is made for the pur- 
chase of the present ferry system 
as a going concern and with guaran- 
tees to the owners against loss in 
revenue.

Only nine simple questions wll be 
asked those men who register on 
February 16 for possible military 
service under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Act. Col. Mills 
F. Neal, State Director of Selective 
Service for Virginia, emphasized 
today. 

Registration of the individual 
should require a comparatively 
short time, the Director said, point- 
ing out that the registrant will not 
be asked to fill out questionnaires 
but must only answer interroga- 
tions about his identity, his place 
residence, and his mailing address. 
Also he will be required to list his 
telephone, if any; his age In years 
and date of birth, place of birth, 
the name and adress of the person 
who will always know his address, 
his employer's name and address, 
and his place of employment or 
business.

On last Tuesday at a press conference 
President Roosevelt made a statement that 
the people of this country were coming to a 
orffm rr»->li7»fior» tbnt wp are engaged in a 
world-wide conflict: a conflict which engages 
this nation in combat on virtually every con- 
tinent of the world as well as on all of the 
high seas. He stressed the necessity of this 
realization by the people of this country in 
order that the ultimate results would be suc- 
cessful. It is believed that the populace as 
well as the industrial interest have long since 
realized that the nation is involved in a con- 
flict the success of which means the preserva- 
tion of its democracy and the liberties carried 
with it. They have rallied to every call in 
meeting the emergencies. 

It seems, however, that the President and 
his official family were somewhat dilatory in 
sensing the grimness of the facts that are 
now facing us. They were in a position to 
know or should have known what was to be 
expected. The present war has been in the 
making for years. It has been a reality for 
gome two and a half years and it was obvious 
that this country would be involved before 
its ultimate termination. However, the ad- 
ministration has spent funds in vast amounts 
under the C.W.A., the C.C.C. and the P.W.A. 
id like alphabetic organizations in so-called 
relief work. All of this time the labor and 
money could have been utilized towards the 
preparation for defense. The vast majority 
of those who received what might be called 
the dole would far rather have been engaged 
in a productive work seeing at the same time 
the result of their toils. Incidently, such 
activities would have increased the work of 
industries and thereby opened fields of em- 
ployment for the so-called unemployed. 

It seems high time that the official family 
of the administration wakes up to the fact 
that we are engaged in a life and death con- 
flict instead of calling attention to the fact 
that the civilian population has taken the 
situation in a nonchalant attitude. 

After an investigation of the Pearl Harbor 
catastrophe it has developed that it tpok a 
private in the Army practicing on radio de- 
tection of airplanes to discover the approach 
of the Japanese Air Flotilla which wrecked 
such disaster. Even after he had given the 
Warnings they were ignored. This appears 
as gross negligence. It is true that an Ad- 
miral and a General after investigations have 
been reprimanded and forced to retire from 
duty but it seems that the responsibility for 
this disaster should reach higher; that is, 
Into the administrative family who knowing 
the approaching crisis would have seen that 
[the necessary precautions and preparations 
[were taken to meet the almost sure attack. 
It, therefore, seems rather unbecoming to 
I Issue a declaration that the American people 
| have not awakened or are just beginning to 
iwaken to the fact that this Nation is involved 
a grim, serious, world-wide war when the 
[Administrative heads were apparently asleep. 



The Joint Committee on Reduction of Non- 
Essential Expenditures, of which Senator 
Byrd is chairman, has made its preliminary 
report to the President and Congress. That 
report is of the greatest importance to all 
the people. 

The Committee shows where cash savings 
of more than $1,300,000,000 can be made in 
non-defense Federal spending during the 
fiscal year which will begin July 1. It also 
recommends additional legislative action for 
savings which would bring the total cut in 
non-defense spending to almost $1,717,- 
000,000. And this is only its first report— it 
will make further reports and show where 
still more retrenchment is practical and pos- 
sible. 

The Brookings Institution has also made 
an itemized survey which indicates possible 
savings in excess of $2,000,000,000. It too 
expects to make further reports to show 
where additional cuts can and must be made. 

One paragraph of the Joint Committee's 
report should be studied and acted upon by 
every public official. That paragraph says: 
"There is no room for non-essentials in a 
government stripped for action. Our united 
purpose is to produce sufficient armament 
and trained personnel to win this war. Noth- 
ing can be permitted to interfere with thi3 
objective. The American people are being 
asked to pay extremely burdensome taxes 
which will become greater; they are being 
asked to make sacrifices and endure hard- 
ships. The government should set the ex- 
ample. 

The American people, sick of waste and 
extravagance, await their Congress' answer 
to that statement of undeniable fact.

As a result, the housewife who took $10 
to market last spring to buy a week's food 
for her family is finding that $10 is no longer 
enough.

The War^Department has taker 
special pains to emphasize that 
the American troops sent to 
Northern Ireland can hardly be 
considered an expeditionary force. 
Whether the department's reluc- 
tance to have the troops so des- 
ignated is due to a desire to head 
off speculation about their ulti- 
mate use, or to some other mo- 
tive, makes little difference.. The 
fact is that we are in the process 
of redeeming the .President's pro T 
mise that American soldiers Would 
be sent across the Atlantic. It was 
in the cards that one of the first 
stops would be Ireland. For some 
months past American civilian 
workers there have been rushing 
military bases to completion. And 
it is logical to suppose that some 
of the newly arrived infantry 
troops have occupied quarters pre- 
pared for them by fellow Ameri- 
cans. 

There 1$ no indication when or 
if additionel forces will swell the 
number of Americans in Ireland. 
Yet it is clear that those already 
there may be immediately useful.

"Superstitions and set Ideas ap- 
pear to be a more or less psy- 
chological line of least, resistance.

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Repairing The 
Mower 



DEEP CREAM CURRY SOUP 

by Dorothy Greig 



The mower is a farm machine of 
much use, and therefore it should 
fee put in good running order. The 
Bounty agent H. W. Oglin, sug- 
gests a careful check on all parts 
of every mower in Princess Anne 
County and immediate ordering of 
needed r pair parts. A check of all 
farm equipment so that orders for 
repairs may be made at once is 
highly important in the interest of 
national defense. 

The mower must operate under 
many different conditions, from 
cutting alfalfa on smooth land to 
cutting heavy weeds along road- 
sides. Its life is hard and therefore 
it is often in poor working con- 
dition. Here are suggestions from 
J. W. Sjogren, of the agricultural 
engineering department at V. P. I. 
for repairing the mower. 

Since the cutting apparatus is of 
first importance, it should be given 
special care. The knift should be 
repaired and sharpened, and all 
broken guards replaced. If the 
ledger plates are dul, they should 
be replaced, providing the other 
parts of the guard are in good con- 
dition. When the ledger plates are 
replaced, the guards must be alig- 
ned to allow the knife sections to 
Work evenly, giving a shear cut on 
avery ledger plate. 
' The knife clips and the wearing 
plates under the clips may cause 
trouble u o<»ui> worn, fui t — 
operation will be like that of a pair 
at shears with a loose screw. Worn 
dips and plates should be replaced 
and adjusted for smooth and even 
operation of the knife. Since clips 
are made of malable iron, they can 
be adjusted by bending up or down 
Until proper clearance is obtained. 

Excessive wear is usually found 
around the pins holding the cutter 
bar to the yoke, allowing the knife 
to run at a backward angle with 
the pitman. This in turn tnay 
cause excessive wear and breakage 
of cutting parts. Worn pins should 
be replaced and adjustment made so 
that the knife and pitman run in a 
staright line. This adjustment is 
made on an eccentric bearing on 
the rear shoe pin which forces the 
cutter bar forward. Most cutter 
bars are given a lead of 1-4 inch 
to each foot of bar. 

The register of the knife should 
also be adjusted. When the pit- 
man is in its extreme outward po- 
sition, each section of the knife 
should be in the center of a guard. 
«t If past the center, adjustment 
r should be made to bring the knife 
to its proper place. 

Other parts needing care and ad- 
justment are gears and clutch, 
pawls and springs in the wheels, 
.bearings and brushings, and levers.

This time I am going to talk 
about Vitamin A, which Is one of 
the most essential of the vitamins. 

Carrots and all yellow vegetables 
are rich in a substance called 
carotene. Taken into our bodies 
this substance becomes what we 
know as Vitamin A. It you lack 
Vitamin A, you will find that you 
take cold easily, and that it Is 
more difficult to get over It. People 
who find it difficult to see in a 
dim light or are easily blinded by 
approaching headlights when driv- 
ing may have night blindness for 
lack of Vitamin A. 

To be sure that your family has 
a sufficient amount of Vitamin A, 
make plentiful use of the following 
vegetables: sweet potatoes, yellow 



they are cooked only long enough 
to get done and in as small amount 
of water as possible. 

Certain fats, too, are rich in 
Vitamin A. Butter and cream are 
on the "A" list, as are fish liver 
oils and "fortified" oleomargarine, 
good for use in baking. 

Here is a recipe using the new 
"fortified" oleomargarine in deli- 
cious but inexpensive plain muffins 
which cost but about 9 cents a 
dozen. Made with half whole wheat 
and half white flour, the Vitamin A 
content Jumps to 6 times that con- 
tained in muffins made with whit* 
flour alone.

Modern Betsy Ross, Artist in Needlecraft, Makes All Army Flags 




iietsy Ross, 191,2 

'•e year 1942 marks the 165th 
i i ,i ,1'i'sary of the adoption of the 
Stars and Stripes, today a battle- 
Hag proudly carried by American 
armed forces in every continent 
on the globe. 

In January, 1777, the American 
people, elated by General Wash- 
ington's recent victories at Tren- 
ton and Princeton, were seeking 
an emblem for the new nation. 
The Congress on June 14 follow- 
ing adopted a resolution provid- 
ing for a flag of 13 alternate red 
and white stripes with 13 white 
stars on a blue field. And then 
the inspiring story of Betsy Ross 
who made the first Star-Spangled 
Banner in her little upholstery 
shop in Arch Street, Philadelphia. 

Today the modern Betsy Ross 
still sews in Philadelphia — any 
one of hundreds of women skilled 
in needjecraft She plies her art 
in the Philadelphia Quartermas- 
ter Depot where all the flags used 
by the United States Army are 
made. 

Story of Betsy Ross 

Betsy Ross was born January 
1, 1752?and died January 30, 1836. 
but it was not until a third of a 
century after her death that the 
legend of* her handiwork in the 
making* of the first flag became 
generally known. One of her de- 
scendants, W. J. Canby, related 
the incident before the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania in 1870 
and since then she has been ex- 
alted as a national heroine. 

The modern Betsys take keen 
pride in their work. Many have 
reached**the highest perfection in 
the art of embroidery, in design- 
ing and the blending of colors. 
Nameless though they are to sul-

lions of people who are thrilled 
by the sight of glorious banners 
fashioned from their delicate 
stitches, they are rewarded by the 
knowledge that the flags they 
have wrought are today the sig- 
nals of liberty and freedom afar 
amid the fogs of Iceland and in 
the battlesmoke of the Philip- 
pines. 

The most stirring sight at the 
Quartermaster Depot is the mak- 
ing of the flag. After thorough 
inspection of the cloth to insure 
that it comes up to rigid specifica- 
tions, the bunting is marked and 
cut with an electrically driven 
cutting machine into strips of two 
lengths for making the flag. One 
hundred strips are cut in a single 
operation. The blue field for the 
stars is cut in the same manner. 
The material for stars is stamped 
out with a steel-cutting die on an 
electric-driven stamping machine. 
The alternate red and white 
stripes are joined together on a 
double-needle sewing machine. 

Each blue bunting field is care- 
fully marked for its stars, and 
the stars are stitched on with a 
special machine that produces a 
zig sag stitch. Other operations 
complete the making of the flag 
of the United States. 

The manufacture of silk colors 
and standards is a specialized art 
at the Philadelphia Quartermas- 
ter Depot. The stripes and field 
are cut by hand but the stars are 
made of solid embroidered silk on 



chine. The blue fields are placed 
in frames on a machine provided 
with many needles and these turn 
out a stitch resembling hand em- 
broidery, both sides alike. 

Regimental Standards 

Regimental colors and stand- 
ards, with their coats-of-anns and 
mottoes, each distinctive unto its 
own military unit, are embroid- 
ered by hand. As many as 30 
different shades of silk thread are 
used in embroidering each flag. 
This calls for exceptional skill 
and care to produce the predeter- 
mined designs in their exact 
blending of shades. All designs 
are passed upon by technical ex- 
perts in the office of the Quar- 
termaster General. 

Proudest moment of the Phila- 
delphia flag makers is when they 
receive an order for the colors 
carried as a symbol representing 
the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy of the United 
States — the President This color 
has a blue background in the cen- 
ter of which is embroidered the 
seal of the President. There is 
one white star in each corner of 
the flag, representing his grade 
as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy. This color has 
gold and silver fringe on three 
sides, and also has a cord and 
tassel secured immediately below 
the flagstaff headpiece, consisting 
of a gold-hued, spread eagle The 
design of this flag was established 
by Executive Order of President

Chairman 
Davis was able to state, therefore, 
that it is the expectation of the 
Red Cross, if this increased amount 
is reached, and barring a major 
disaster, that no further War Fund 
appeal will be necessary during 
1942. 

"The Red Cross must keep pace 
with Mflitamy and industrial mo- 
bilization," said Mr. Davis.

Local Board Ready 
For Registration 

With local boards throughout the 
State of Virginia reporting all in 
readiness for the registration on 
Monday of all unregistered men be- 
tween the military ages of 20 to 45 
yetTrs, Colonel Mills F. Neal, State 
Director of Selective Service, today 
pointed out that there are only 
three main requirements for this 
registration, 

Colonel Neal summarized these 
major requirements thus: 

( 1 ) Every male citizen and every 
male alien residing in Virginia, 
other than' persons excepted by the 
Selective Training and Service Act 
of 1940 as amended, is required to 
present himself for and submit to 
registration on February 16, 1942, 
if he has not registered previously 
and if 

(a) such perso nhas attained the 
twentieth anniversary of the day 
of his birth on or before December 
31, 1941, and has not attained the 
forty-fifth anniversary of the day 
of his birth on or before February 
16, 1942. 

(b) If any person is in doubt as 
to whether or not he should regis- 
ter, he should consult the proper 
registration officials and register 
if they deem it advisable. 

(2) Registration should be made 
at a designated registration place 
of the local board area in which 
the registrant has his permanent 
home, or in which he may happen 
to be between the hours of 7 a.m. 
and 9 p. m. This registration place 
may be the office of the local board 
having jurisdiction in the area, or 
other public place properly desig- 
nated by that local board. 

(a) While anyone who is un- 
avoidably away from his home on 
February 16 may register at the 
registration place most convenient 
on that day, all registrants are 
urged to make every effort to reg- 
ister with their own local boards to 
avoid possible confusion in the 
future. Any person who must reg- 
ister away from home also is 
warned to carefully specify his 
home address so that his registra- 
tion card may be forwarded 
promptly to his own local board and 
to ensure that he will be included 
among its registrants and in its 
quotas if he is found^to be qualified 
for military service. 

(b) In certain industrial centers 
where there are factories and shops 
employing substantial numbers of 
workmen, local boards have been 
authorized to arrange for register- 
ing such workers within the estab- 
lishments. 

(c) Special -registrars also will 
be provided td" register men who 
cannot appear at a designated reg- 
istration place because of illness or 
other incapacity. It is incumbent 
upon these men to advise a regis- 
trar in their local board area of 
their inability to appear at a reg- 
istration place. 

(d) Every man subject to regis- 
tration who is an inmate of an 
asylum, jail, penitentiary, reforma- 
tory, or similar institution, on 
February 16 is required to regis- 
ter on the day he l«ves the insti- 
tution. 

(3) Registrants must answer ail 
questions asked by the registrar 
for notation on the registration 
card. It is important that the reg- 



istrant describe the location of hi? 
place of residence in detail as well 
as give full particulars to to ad- 
dress at*which he will be sure to re- 
ceive mail or other communications. 
(a) A registrant who has more 
than one place of residence may- 
choose which one he wants record- 
ed as his place of residence for 
he thus will designate the local 
board which always will have juris- 
diction over him. No transient ad- 
dress may be recorded, however,

^Today-there is a definite at- 
tempt being made to create panic 
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among our people by false rumors 
authoritatively stated, by vitriolic 
charges against those in author- 
ity, by untrue accusations against 
various minority groups, by a con- 
stant harping criticism of any- 
thing and everything by mush- 
room tales of disaster and ulti- 
mate chaos. This is definitely an 
enemy air-raid on the mind. 

The wisest man I ever knew 
\ised to say, whenever anyone be- 
gan to tell him anything— "State 
the facts. Don't characterize." 
Apply that to propaganda or to 
articles or speeches. Shear them 
of characterizations and of all 
statements prefaced by the catch 
phrases "it is said"; "everyone 
knows"; "they say"; etcetera, and 
see what you 1iave left.

CONTROL OF AGRICULTURE 



The farm organizations of the country rallied to the support of 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard in his effort to retain control of farm 
economics, including price control. 

For many months efforts have been made in Congress to side- 
track Leon Henderson and his program. Finally the truth dawned on 
Senators and Representatives that if they carried out their plan for 
a Board to manage price control, that Henderson would be Chairman, 
with a half dozen associates to rubber-stamp his ideas. 

You must give Henderson his due, and admit that he has im- 
pressed Congress against its will; because he understands price eco- 
nomics even though he has made a good many bad guesses about 
shortages of petroleum, rubber, automobiles, minerals, lumber, etc. 

All the objections to Henderson have bumped against historical 
facts. In the first World War Herbert Hoover was Food Administrator, 
Garfield controlled prices of fuel, coal, and oil; Baruch controlled 
munitions; Hurley, shipping; Brooking, industrial raw materials. 

To "cap the climax" former President Hoover recently went be- 
fore a committee of the Senate an dput the okeh on the plan for one- 
man control of prices. So things began to look bright and rosy for 
Henderson, except for wage-hour and farm control. 

The public and Congress had no difficulty in remembering that 
during the eight years that Henry A. Wallace was Secretary of Agri- 
culture that he controlled everything related to agriculture, from the 
grass-roots to the grain in the fields, and the hay in the mow; besides 
the poor little pigs, and farm relief. In the end he was drafted for 
the Vice Presidency. So, Wallace and the farm blocs had plenty of 
precedents to use in support of the claim that the control of agricul- 
ture should be left in the custody of the Secretary of that Department.

The American public has been having a hard time to understand 
why a war with Japan makes it impossible to get rubber. The Ameri- 
can idea always has been that when any supply runs short, to get out 
and get it — somewhere, somehow, Secretary of Commerce, Jesse Jones 
says there are stacks of rubber on hand, and immense quantities of 
old rubber that can be used, and lots of men and factories in our 
country to manufacture synthetic rubber.

He has pieced it all together and 
he flatly assserts that any rubber shortage can be made up right here 
in the United States.

FOR GUN POWDER 



Uncle Sam's huge corn reserve, 
built up over the past few years to 
protect the farmer's prices, is com- 
ing to the fore today in the defense 
of the Nation. For that corn has 
' been called upon to provide ammu- 
nition for the- fighting forces of the 
United States and its allies. 

For the first time in history corn 
In lar~e quantities is being con- 
verted into alcohol for the manu- 
facture of cordite or smokeless 
fowler. Little if any of the alcohol 
ever g?ts to the gun, one of the 
p;;ra ioxes of a process that in- 
Volvos another Important agricul- 
tural pro luct— cotton. King of the 
South. 

Normally, industrial alcohol Is 
obtained eriirel' from by-products 
of su^ar cane molasses, but the 
enormous demand for military pro- 
duction threatened a serious short- 
age.

Two separate sugar rationing 
regulations will be held, the Office 
of Price Administration reported 
today, one for householders and an- 
other for such commercial users 
as bakers, confectioners and bot- 
tlers.

In 
spite of this and the emergency that exists 
the legislative bodies are haranguing oyer 
what steps to be taken, probably thinking 
only of holding their office by appeasing or 
following the trend of thought of their re- 
spective constituencies back home. 

Whatever it may be, it is no time for 
arguments. I* is inevitable that something 
must be done. It is time for action. While 
the harangue continues, England may be 
slipping and whatever aid we may be able to 
give may come too late — leaving to us the 
sole burden of defending ourselves just as 
France did to England and possttfa even a 
greater burden with imminent danger of an 
approach by Japan from the Pacific. 

This is no time for words — it is time for 
action.

The above editorial was published in the 
News on February 7, 1941, but under existing 
conditions it seems apropos to republish the 
same. A year previous to this editorial the 
News was brazen enough to editorially ad- 
vocate all out aid for Briton asserting if suf- 
ficient assistance was given at that time that 
this country would not be injected into this 
world wide war. At that time no assistance 
was being given and little or no preparation 
was being made for production of war ma- 
terials. This country was inadequately 
equipped 1*01 & iuiliuuj defense tUkd when the 
crucial moment arose for the aid to Briton 
such equipment as was available was dumped 
into the lap of our now allies leaving us totally 
unfit and unprepared to protect ourselves and 
our holdings. 

Subsequently we have involuntarily been 
thrust into the war which has taken a most 
serious aspect as to its final consequences. 
This country has been successful in its par- 
ticipation of warfare and as a result the gen- 
eral thought among the average populace is 
that we are undefeatable. When the awaken- 
ing comes of the possible disaster it is be- 
lieved that the American people will rally to 
the fullest extent. This awakening, however, 
may come too late. A war cannot be won on 
a sudden enthusiasm. It can only be won by 
preparedness which the enemy has been oc- 
cupying its energies for some ten years or 
more. The sooner that the American people 
one and all realize the grimness of the situa- 
tion and settle down with every effort physi- 
cally and financially, the more likelihood of 
victory. Had they realized the possibilities 
some two years ago and begun its program 
of preparedness rather than thrown away 
billions in the soeaned relief, we probably 
would not have faced the disaster of Pearl 
Harbor and the grave situation that presents 
itself today — a situation which will probably 
cost the lives of millions of men and a near 
bankrupt nation.

mond Clapper recently wrote, "I 
have talked with executives of the 
chief automobile companies and I 
haven't heard a defeatist work. 
They are making it a matter of per- 
sonal and firm pride to demon- 
strate that in war production they 
can astonish the world just as they 
did in automobile production." 
That condifent attitude extends 
throughout all industry. 

One of the most difficult jobs 
for the immediate future will be 
to mobilize small factories for war 
work. It is much easier to pro- 
duce the peace-to-war transition in 
gigantic industries with their great 
staffs, endless facilities and vast 
resources of capital, knowledge and 
talent. But these great plants can't 
do the whole job. There are thous- 
ands of small plants in this country 
which can make needed parts, and 
which possess machine tools and 
other equipment which must be 
utilized. Past efforts to do this 
were ineffectual. Now a new divis- 
ion has been established by Mr. 
Nelson to deal with the problem, 
and much is expected. Some think 
that even one-man ships will be 
drawn into the vast plan of total 
war production. 

There will be no unemployed^ 
soon, save for a scatting ol an 
employables. The Army will be 
doubled in size, and that will mean 
that 4,000,000 or more American 
men in the prime of life will be 
serving in uniform. Plans are on 
foot for putting women to work 
in jobs that used to be done en- 
tirely by men — driving trucks and 
taxis, performing minor industrial 
operations, etc. Six months from 
now the problem will be how to find 
enough workers. This arms pro- 
gram will require the use of every 
pair of capable hands in the coun- 
try.

County School Girl Killed 
By Truck On Shore Drive 



Julia Fiances Toler Struck 
On Leaving School Bus 



T. A. A. Take Steps To Pro- 
cure Immediate Legislation 
To Curb Reckless Driving 



Julia Frances Toler, eight-year- 
old pupil of the Bayside School 
— "Honey" to her classmates — was 
instantly killed Tuesday afternoon 
about 4:40 o'clock after she step- 
ped off a school bus and was 
struck by a U. S. Army truck 
while crossing the Shore Drive, 
about two miles west of Oceai 
Park, in Princess Anne County. 

An investigation revealed that 
the school bus was standing still 
When\|jhe accident occurred, and 
as the child walked across the 
highway from behind the bus, sha 
was struck by the truck, estimated 
to nave been traveling approxi- 
mately 40 miles per hour, and 
knocKe.u uiiuci « .. _-.. >u 
which had stopped while the school 
children were alighting from the 
vehicle. 

"Honey's" tragic death was 
another motive for the Tidewater 
Automobile Association to urge 
passage of a bill now pending in 
the General Assembly, making it 
mandatory that all other vehicles 
come to a complete standstill when 
approaching a school bus picking 
up or discharging passengers. 
. J, T. r Timmons, manager of the 
T.A.A. last night wired sponsors of 
the bill details of the little girl's 
death and again made a strong 
appeal for its passage. The Vir- 
ginia law now requires, vehicles 
to slow to five miles per hour 
when passing scholo buses. Thirty 
states now have laws similar to 
the one before the General As- 
sembly, it was pointed out by Mr. 
Timmons, and Virginia and Mis- 
sissippi are the only two Southern 
States outmoded by such legisla- 
tion. 

The Army truck was traveling 



toward Ocean View and the bus 
was on its trip toward Virginia 
Beach police said. The girl's body 
was thrown several feet into the 
air by the impact of the truck, it 
was reported, and she landed 
under a parked car, operated by 
Mrs. C. I. Herbert, of Ocean Park. 
Mrs. Nellie Ayres and Mrs. E. I. 
Ayres were said to have been 
passengers in Mrs. Herbert's auto- 
mobile, and the three women were 
listed as witnesses to the accident. 

Dr. H. F. Dormire, corner for 
Princess Anne County, said the 
child died of fractured limbs a 
bad laceration of the right side of 
her face, a probable skull fracture 
and multiple injuries. He an- 
nounced that an inquest would be 
conducted in his office at Virginia 
Beach Saturday morning at 11 
o'clock. 

State Troopers R. H. Brooks and 
L. W. Coofman who conducted the 
investigation, placed a charge of 
fiiansiauj;iitLi against Sergt. .... 
ney Montcalm, 27, of Battery 1, 
212th Coast Artillery, whom they 
said was the driver of the Army 
truck. Montcalm was released to, 
custody of his commanding officer, 
pending the corner's inquest. 

"Honey" was the daughter of 
William Henry and Mrs. Juli* 
Frances Moncado Toler, of Ten 
Oaks, Princess Anne County. In 
addition to her parents she is sur- 
vived by two. sisters and two 
brothers, also of Princess Anne 
County, and a maternal grand- 
mother, Mrs. Margaret Moncado, 
of New York.

Comments And 

Resumes on War 



Few men have any precise know- 
ledge of the evtent of American 
arms production today. And none 
can or will describe it except in 
general terms. Facts and figures 
which could be of any service 
whatsoever to the enemy are not 
released or published. It is to the 
credit of the American press that 
it has accepted and made workable 
a "voluntary censorship" system 
which keeps the American people 
the best informed in the world, and 
still makes public nothing which 
could be used to advantage by the 
inteHigence and espionage service 
of the Axis powers. 

But non-statistical reports are 
being printed, written by men who 
have been permitted to see what 
industry is doing for the war ef- 



tiny by comparison with gigantic 
ones of the future. Writing some 
months ago in the Atlantic Month- 
ly, Major de Severeky said: "Re- 
search is proceeding successfully 
on airplane engines that develop 
as much as 8,000 horsepower! . . . 
The super bombers of tomorrow 
will fly from 50 to 100 tons of ex- 
plosives ... A thousand such 
craft will accomplish as much de- 
struction in a single action as Ger- 
many has been able to score in six 
months of continuous bombings . . .

Report on Defense 

(New York Times) 
The report of the Truman com- 
mittee on the progress or lack 
of progress of the defense pro- 
gram illustrates one of the most 
important functions that Congress 
can perform in wartime. It can- 
not conduct the war, but it can hold 
the Executive accountable for its 
conduct of the war and it can pre- 
. sent to the people the facts neces- 
sary to form a judgment. The 
Truman committee appears to have 
a lively awareness of this function 
"The committee's principle pur- 
pose," it declares, "is to ascertain 
that the billions of dollars being al- 
located to the national defense pro- 
gram are being efficiently and 
economically expended so as to ob- 
tain a maximum of production with 
a minimum of expense and the min- 
imum of dislocation to the civilian 
economy." 

As the constitutional body charg- 
ed with the appropriation of funds, 
this is the plain duty of Congress. 
The Truman report points out that 
similar functions have been per- 
formed in England throughout the 
war by the Select, Committee on 
National Exepndietures of the 
House of Commons. As an ap- 
pendix to its own report it pub- 
lishes a summary of that commit- 
tee's comments on the British war 
program. The Senate committee 
commends thewisdom of the British 
policy of investigating the war ef- 
fort while it is current instead of 
the French policy of assessing guilt 
after the event. 

This first report of the Truman 
committee is extremely compre- 
hensive in range. It examines the 
question of our defense organiza- 
tion, the progress made in the pro- 
curement of such strategic metals 
as lead, copper, zins and steel, the 
roles played by industry and labor, 
the production, of airplanes, ships, 
defense housing, the excessive costs 
of certain armament plants, the ac- 
tivities of lobbyists for Govern- 
ment contracts and special issues 
like that raised in the Currier case. 
The committee '8 report for the 
most part does not present an en- 
couraging picture of our past ef- 
forts, either in its direct findings 
or in some of the implications of 
.those findings. After two years 
•of frantic effort, it declares, we 
have too few airplanes to allow ade- 
quate flying time to our own pilots. 
It may be claimed, the report con- 
tinues, that this shortage existing 
With our own forces comes as a 
speaks well of the quality of our 
bombers, its report en the quality 



of most of our pursuit planes is 
not reassuring. 

ments can be determined only after 
there has been opportunity to study 
them in detail. While the com- 
mittee appears to have done a very 
comprehensive piece of work, some 
of its findings seem much more 
sweeping than the facts warrant. 
The report is not free from the sus- 
picion of sometimes placing blame 
heavily where it seems politically 
For these and other disappoint- 
ing results, after the expenditure 
of billions of dollars and the ap- 
propriation of many more billions, 
the Truman committee apportions 
the blame widely. It finds chief 
fault in this particular case with 
the routine-bound procurement pol- 
icies of the service agencies, which 
"refused to consider the airplane 
as more than a supporting weap- 
on," and with the OPM, which it 
believes has "simply acted as a rub- 
bar stamp for the service agencies, 
allowing them to follow their own 
policies of procurement." It blames 
both industry and labor for being 
unduly concerned with their own 
interests. t^. 

The justice and wisdom of the 
Truman committee's many judg- 
safest to place it, and of being more 
vague where it is politically pru- 
dent to be vague. Let us not forget 
that some of the 10 Senators who 
sign this report have themselves 
fallen short of th ehigh standards 
they properly demand. Five of 
them, for example, voted for the 
O'Mahoney amendment to the price 
control bill, offering special favors 
to the farmers at the expense ol the 
national welfare, and only two are 
recorded against that amendment. 
But a report of this sort, even 
though it has shortcomings of its 
own, can be an invaluable prod and 
corrective. The Truman Senate 
has been duplicating some of the 
work in investigating the defense 
program done by the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee. Surely 
this task is so important at present 
that it should be entrusted to a 
special joint ' committee represent- 
ing both branches of Congress— 
either in public or secret hearings, 
depending upon the particular ques- 
tion — into the conduct of the war.

PENSIONS FOR CONGRESS

Johnson's 
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Congress has stirred up a hor- 
net's nest by its recent action in 
amending the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Act so as to include 
Senators and Representatives. Two 
main questions are involved. The 
first is whether Congress ought, 
Under the Civil Service Retire- 
ment System. The second, whe- 
ther the course pursued in co- 
vering Congress into that system 
was a proper one. 

It might be argued that Con- 
gress, being excluded from old- 
age insurance, has a right to 
seek some means of providing for 
retirement. Certainly it would be 
desirable to have greater inde- 
pendence on the part of Congress, 
so thai its members would net 
govern their votes so often by de- 
sire to be re-elected. But it must 
be clear that the elected members 
of Congress are in a very differ- 
ent position from that of the ordi- 
nary civil service employe. Most 
men who seek election! to oCngress 
have already established them- 
selves in other fields. Many of 
them continue to have outside 
business and professional inter- 
ests. Moreover, it would be dif- 
ficult to prove that a term in 
the Senate or the House ever 
seriously impaired the earning 
power of a lawyer who chose sub- 
sequently to return to his prac- 
tice. 

But even if civil service pen- 
sions for Congress were correct, 
it would still be questionable whe- 
ther Congress's course in the pre- 
sent instance was a proper* one. 
The Constitution forbids the ap- 
pointment of members of Con 
gress during their terms of office 
to government jobs which were 
created or the emoluments where- 
of were increased during such 
term. It also specifically forbids 
any increase in the President's 
pay during his tecHj of office. 
These provisions are enough to 
suggest that the Constitution 
frowns upon the idea of elected 
officers voting themselves, while in 
office, new or increased benefits. 
The least that might have been 
expected of Congress was that it 
should provide civil service pen- 
sions for its successors, rather 
than for present members. Yet 
the new law not merely makes all 
those who voted upon it eligible 
for pensions. As Senator Byrd' 
pointed out, it provides that a 
members of either house with at 
least 5 years' service who is 62 
years old could, upon payment or 
$200 this year, retire on Januaryl 
the rest of his life, 
with a substantial annuity for 
Senator Byrd proposed that the 
Congressman and Senators should 
make back payments on account 
of past years of services so as to 
put themselves at least on a pari- 
ty with civil service employes who 
have been regularly contributing. 
But this proposal was defeated, 
In neither the House nor the Sen- 
ate was there any serious- discus- 
sion of the merits of a civil ser- 
vice pension for members of those 
bodies. The House passed' the bill 
without debate and without a re- 
cord vote. The Senate devoted 
most of its discussion to the Byrd 
amendment and eventually enact- 
ed the bill, by a vote of 42 to 24. 

All things considered, it is 
doubtful whether Congress ought 
to have included itself at all in the 
Civil Service Retirement System. 
It certainly ought not to have 
voted such benefits to be imme- 
diately available to present mem- 
bers of Congress. And in the light 
of the pressing financial claims 
the pressing nee^l for sacrifice on 
upon the national Treasury and 
the part of every one, it is ap- 
parent that Congress picked the 
worst possible moment to vote for 
added burdens upon the govern- 
ment to provide pensions for Sen- 
ators and Representatives. — The

Record Warm Fall 
Stymies Hunters 
Saves Many Ducks 

One of the most prolonged Indian 
summers on record stymied over 
a million American duck hunters 
during the wildfowling season end- 
ed December 31 and probably will 
result in sending back to Canadian 
breeding grounds next spring 1 the 
largest nuptial flight in many 
years, according to Ducks Unlim- 
ited. 

The unseasonably mild weather, 
which held wildfowl in the north 
weeks behind schedule, radically re- 
duced sportsihen's bags in most 
states until the last few days of 
the hunting season. Abnormal fail 
rains, which reflooded long-dry 
areas in central states, also caused 
wide dispersal of flights in tha> 
section. 

Final figures on the annual duck 
census, conducted by over 2,000 
Ducks Unlimited observers in Can- 
adian duck breeding grounds, indi- 
cate that approximately 75,238,000 
ducks came south,. The census 
covered the most important duck 
breeding range of Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan, Manitoba and Northwest 
Territories. 

The duck population, while 
double the number recorded in 1938 
when the first census was made, is 
only 6.17 per cent, more than the 
70,861,000 estimated in 1940. The 
duck crop was approxi m at ely 20 
per cent above 1939. 

Th* all-time low for North Am- 
erica's wild docks came in 1934- 
'35 when, following drainage and 
"dust bowl" droughts in mid-con- 
tinental duck, nesting marshes, fed- 
eral authorities figured! a little over 
30,000,000 ducks remained, as com- 
pared with aver 100,000,000 at the 
turn of the century.. 

While reports to Ducks Unlimited 
from most observers in this coun- 
try agree that there were more 
ducks the past hunting season, 
except wher« conditions influenced 
flights, the majority also, agree that 
the bag by hunters was less than 
in 1940. 

Approximately 40,000 square 
miles of Saskatchewan went dry 
last summer as well as a large sec- 
tion of central Manitoba where 
many dunks mast. Loss of duck- 
lings in these areas is believed to 
have contributed to smalle df light? 
reported last fall in sections ef 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. States 
to the south, however, even had! a 
*green Christmas and little "good 
weather for ducks*" the Ducks Un- 
limited surrey repealed.

This is the latest project which 
the Game Commission has set up 
under its "Federal Aid" program. 
Projects approved under this pro- 
gram are financed in part by Fed- 
eral funds made available under 
the Pittman-Robertson Act which 
provides for Federal aid to the 
States in wildlife restoration.

PHEIFFER SETA A FINE EXAMPLE 

Washington, D. C. — New York City is notorious for machine polities. 
Ordinarily it doesn't interest the outside world. The 16th District has 
long been under control of old-line "machines" of the two old parties. 

The young Republicans organised a "Club" in the District a couple 
of years ago and teased along the old boys with the notion that it was 
for "social purposes." Young Harry W. McHose edged into paste as 
District Leader, and then young William T. Pheiffer— a newcomer to 
the city— got the Republican nomination for Congressman. Everyone 
seemed to take it for granted that the Democratic machine would' win, 
as usual— the old-tiaas Republicans didn't think it worth 'while to pat 
up a fight Meanwhile the "Young fellows got everyone interested in 
the activities of their club, which became a forum and headquarter* 
for the welfare of the District. No one ever seemed to discover that 
it had actually become a new political vehicle big enough for everybody 
[to get aboard. When the voteaiwere counted that election night in 1940 
the whole United States was twilled with the news that the 16th District 
of New York had smashed Tammany and the old guard and elected 
Pheiffer in one of the most spectacular landslides in the whole country. 

This is a sequel: Congressman Pheiffer has served one year and 
he has just issued "a capsule review** of his record — he calls it his annual 
report to "shareholders" — the voters of his District being the share- 
holders and he the occupant of the high office of which he was chosen 
to fill.. Every person on the registration list of voters received a copy 
of the report — not in a free-franked envelope either — for the Congress- 
man paid the postage, printing, and entire expense out of his private 
funds. — -^____^

SUGAR FOR SWEETENING 



Profiteering and hoarding has been responsible for reducing the 
national sugar supply. About the middle of January Washington hotels 
and restaurants started doling out sugar and at the same time local 
stores began limiting sales to two pounds for each customer. Many 
small stores could not supply any sugar at all. Then the Government 
Printing Office began to prepare to turn out ration cards. 

The next thing; was inevitable: Restriction of safes was ordered by 
the Government. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture shows that 1,850,«8» tons of 
beet sugar and 358,000 tonw of cane sugar is normally produced in the 
United States in a year. Cuba supplies 2,726,000 tons and ordinarily 
Hawaii and the Philippine Islands would grow about 2,000,000 tons. 

The value of sugar imported into the United States has- been run- 
ning about $70,000,000 a year, and more than half of this has come 
from Hawaii and the Philippines.

Victory is going to cost some 
manufacturers their business, for 
the duration, as metals are diverted 
from — let's sap new pots and pans 
— to guns and tanks. Victory is 
going to mean virtual conscription 
of hundreds of industries; grief to 
management and distress to work- 
ers as they shift from the uses of 
peace to the uses of war.

' drastic rationing. Sugar and tires 
were just starters. We can look 
forward to a time when a new radio 
may be just as hard to come by as a 
new car. Scarcity of materials 
needed for Army and Navy and 
Lend-Lease is going to combine 
with scarcity of industrial facilities 
— as more and more factories are 
drafted into the war effort to 
change our lives tremendously. The 
needs of Army and Navy are go- 
ing to affect the styling of our 
clothes, as well as our diets. We 
, know we may count on the new 
Price Control Act to operate, along 
with rationing, in the direction of 
fair prices. But we also know 
that the farm prices provisions of 
the act may lead to an increase in 
the cost of foodstuffs. 
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Almost all the trends developed 
during the past week have direct 
bearing on the home. There's a 
War Production Board survey now 
going on which, taken with WPB's 
warning of stringent rationing to 
come, points the direction in which 
we're headed. WPB is questioning 
10,000 manufacturers to find out 
just how much minimum civilian 
production they must maintain a- 
long with maximum military pro- 
duction. 

Such things foreshadow change, 
and change we will have — change

Battle Seeks 
Auto Inspection 

A thorough inspection for me- 
chanical fitness of all motor vehicles 
should be made as soon as the cold 
weather breaks, Col. M. S. Battle, 
director of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles, said today. 

The check should be made, the 
director said, because automobiles 
take a worse beating during the 
winter months than during any 
other period of the year. Vehicles 
are driven in ice and snow and un- 
der other conditions which are hard 
on the vital mechanical parts. Be- 
cause of^ thi s, e very precaution 
should be taken to see that the 
wheel alignment, steering appara- 
tus, brakes and other parts are in 
tip top condition. 

"It is necessary to keep vehicles 
in a safe and excellent mechanical 
condition at this time, not only be- 
cause of the government ban on 
the sale of tires and automobiles 
but because our highways are clut- 
tered with an unusual number of 
motorists," Colonel Battle said. 
"The mere fact that many of us are 
operating our cars at a reduced 
rate of speed will not mean that we 
are conserving our tires and the 
wear and tear on the vehicles. 

"If the wheel alignment of a 
vehicle is not proper, a reduction 
in speed from 55 miles per hour to 
35 will not appreciably lengthen 
the life of your tires." 

Improper adjustment of brakes, 
the director remarked, is another 
way to wear down the tread of 
tires. The brakes must take hold 
evenly. Also the steering apparatus 
and the front end parts must be 
kept in good condition. 

Driving in ice, snow, and ex- 
tremely cold weather puts more 
strain on the vehicle than driving 
in warm weather. Mechanical parts 
of the car are easily thrown out of 
fixe or weakened during the winter 
months. 

"If a thorough inspection is 
made," Colonel Battle said, "broken 
or weakened parts are discovered 
before it is too late. Don't wait for 
the May compulsory inspection to 
have your car checked. Do it now 
or during March so you will be 
ready to take the trips you have 
planned for the spring and sum- 
mer."

Williamsburg Pay 
Special Homage To 
Washington's Day 

Washington's Birthday is one 
holiday that is obserbed with more 
than special interest in Williams- 
burg, Virginia, for it has been said 
that Williamsburg, more than any 
other city or place, shaped the do- 
mestic, social, political and military 
courses of Washington's life, 

Williamsburg, the colonial capi- 
tal of Virginia, first knew George 
Washington as a gangling, bashful 
youth from the country districts, 
come to town in an effort to secure 
a surveyor's commission from the 
College f William and Mary. He 
was successful' in his quest, and 
armed with his patent set out on 
his first expedition to the wild In- 
dian country, an experience which 
was to lead to his being chosen as 
envoy of Governor Dinwiddie to 
warn the French against their 
threatened encroachments in Vir- 
ginia territory along the Ohio Riv- 
er, and later, when hi* warning 
went unheeded, to his being placed 
in command of the Virginia Militia 
in its struggle against the Trench. 

With his military, reputation es- 
tablished, Williamsburg next knew 
Washington in his role as a legis 
lator, and for 16 years Washington 
served as a member of the House 
of Burgesses at the Capitol in 
Williamsburg, first as representa- 
tive from Frederick_County^ and 
then from aFirfax. During these 
years Washington was not only 
learning his administrative lessons 
in the then brilliant political cen- 
ter, but was growing in ease social- 
ly as well, for it was axiomatic 
that whoever was received in the 
mansions of the prominent families 
of Williamsburg, as he was, could 
walk with grace in any company. 
Even his married life was inter- 
woven with Williamsburg, for he 
chose as his wife Martha Dand- 
ridge Custic, a resident of Wil- 
liamsburg, the widow of Daniel 
Parke Custis and accounted the 
wealthiest woman in the city. A- 
part from his other ties, Washing- 
ton was often in Williamsburg to 
administer his wife's property, and 
there still stands a little brick 
building known as "Martha Wash- 
ington's Kitchen," which was the 
kitchen attached to the large Custis 
house, long since destroyed. 

It was from Williamsburg that 
Washington rode to Yorktown in 
the fateful year of 1781. From his 
headquarters at the house of Geo- 
rge Wythe on the Palace Green he 
could see the Palace of the Royal 
Governors from which as a young 
man he had set out on his first 
expedition years before, and adja- 
cent to the Palace he could see the 
Theatre, in which he had spent so 
many pleasant evenings enjoying 
"comedies, droll and stage plays." 
At th- f^ot of Talace Green he 
passeu Bruton Parish Church, 
Court Church of the Colony, where 
he had often worshipped and where 
his pew may still be seen. At the 
doors of the inns and taverns he 
may have seen the proprietors of 
Wetherburns, Mrs. Dawson's, Char- 
ltons, the King's Arms, the Raleigh 
— all places where he had frequent- 
ly stayed or supped. At the head 
of Duke of Gloucester Street stood 
the College of William and Mary, 
from which he had received his 
commission, and at the foot of the 
street loomed the stately Capitol 
where he hall sat so long as a Bur- 
gess. 

Even before Yorktown, Williams- 
burg had begun its decline with 
the removal of the Capital to Rich- 
mond in 1779, and after the sur- 
render of Cornwallis the destinies 
of Washington and Williamsburg 
diverged. Yet the First President 
could never have forgotten the lea-

SAVING METALS. 

There Is an old story about 
the writer and philosopher. Elbert 
Hubbard. When he was driving 
along a country road one day. his 
' keen eye spied a 
discarded horse- 
shoe lying in 
the dust. He told 
his young son 
to pick up the 
horseshoe, and 
take it home as 
a good luck to- 
ken. 

A Uttle later,

our supply of iron, steel, copper, 
aluminum and other metals. j 

Already we are faced with strict 
rationing of metals for peacetime , 
uses, and certainly we shall have to^ 
learn to get along without 
many of the things we have 
to look upon as a matter of i 
without much thought of 
value. *o 

This condition imposes a new^and, 
very Important responsibility-- on 
every citizen. His first duty is to 
repair and make useful everything 
made of metal that can be put Into 
working order. His second duty la 
to collect and turn over to the 
proper authority every pound off 
metal that la not working— every 
broken machine or part, every dis- 
carded tool or utensil. 

War Is destructive. It uses up, 
mostly without possibility of recla- 
mation. The greater part of the 
metals we must put Into war sup- ' 
plies will be permanently gone 
from our national supply. We may 
be facing a very long period during 
which no metals will be plentiful 
and cheap for peacetime purpose*.. 

An Increasing supply of scrap 
metals must come from the fac- 
tories and the farms. City homes 
do not use metals in such large 
quantities — household macMnes 
are seldom heavy, fam machlt.es 
are. 

So every farmer haa a special 
obligation, to seek out every fence 
corner, to look in and behind every 
farm building— for metals that can 
be reclaimed and put to use. * 

Thus we can contribute to win- 
ning the war quickly— to keep ter- 
rific losses of life and property to a 
minimum — to protecting the sup- 
ply of metals wo need in our every* 
day lives.

J The fast action, resourcefulness 
\ — and good luck — were personified 
by Frank Hahnel. a watchman. 
'Hahnel had completed his nights 
[work at the building he guards 
and had stepped out on to Sooth 
Street for a breath of early morn- 
'mg air. In the dim light of a street 
lamp, he saw the sailor. The young 
iman was waiking the stringpiece 
(between two of the piers that 
fringe New York's famed East 
! River. 

i The sailor seemed to be looking 
'for his ship. Then he stumbled on 
the stringpiece. Arms out, clutch- 
ing at the air. he swung around 
as if in a slow movie — and toppled 
into the river 

Hahnel ran for the spot, pulling 
out his flashlight. It was„ bitterly 
cold, and a strong tide was run- 
ning down river toward Brooklyn 
Bridge, two hundred yards away. 
If the current carried the sailor 
among the ice-covered piles be- 
neath the piers, his chances of res- 
cue were ended. 

He was still visible when Hah- 
nel got to the pier. He had hit 
the water fifteen feet below the 
street level, come to the surface 
and was going around in a slow 
whirlpool made by 9 jutting cor- 
ner of stonework 

The beam of Hahnel's light dis- 
closed a coil of rope on a barge. He 
ran ioi >><< rope, n — 
pier where he located a life pre- 
server, part of some emergency 
equipment there Attaching the 
line, he threw the life preserver 
down to the sailor, who barely 
managed to get his hands on it. At 
anv moment he might lose his grip 
—the icy water and the shock of 
sudden immersion had taken all 
his strength. 

Two other men who had seen 
Hahnel's light then came pn the 
scene. It was evident that the vie*-

tim was helpless, so Hahnel then 
staged his Wild West act. He fix- 
ed a running noose in the free ena 
o'f the line and began making casts 
at the revolving sailor. After a 
half dozen tries hi succeeded in 
lassoing the young man. Then he 
worked the rope down around the 
sailor's shoulders, drew it taut, 
and hauled him up to safety. 

"A flashlighfTs part of my reg- 
ular equipment," Hahnel said, "but 
if I had been without it, there 
would have bepn no more sailor. 
I had loaded the light with iiesh 
batteries, and it was the bright 
beam we had to work with that 
made it possible for us to do the 
job. especially that lassoing act. 
It all still seems a little strange

THE POWER OF THE PRESS 

Recently the lower body of the Congress 
voted to grant its members a pension uponj 
their retirement. m« reason m>i Uu* acw>« 
has not been clearly seen. Each member 
draws an annual stipend of $10,000.00 and 
normally devotes only about one-half of his 
time to his duties. In addition thereto they 
are furnished completely with office force, 
equipment and franking privileges, the latter 
which has been frequently abused; also their 
transportation is paid by the Government 
Horn their place of residence to Washington 
and return when the Congress is in session. 

It has been observed that each and every 
member of Congress are most anxious at 
present to hold their position and many others 
are desirous of entering one of the branches 
of the Legislature under the present plan of 
emolumation. In fact, many spend large sums 
in an effort to be elected or re-elected. It, 
therefore, seems unreasonable that the tax- 
payers money should be expended in this 

manner. . , ,: * ^i

It is noted that there is talk withm the 
State to abolish the bicameral system of gov- 
ernment and consolidate the two branches of 
the legislature into one larger body. Such 
Action in our opinion would be most unwise. 
It is necessary that there should be some 
check on hasty and unwise legislation such 
as the question of pensions referred to above. 
In delaying the passage of law it affords the 
opportunity for further consideration as well 
as presenting proposals placed before the 
legislative bodies to the public who in turn 
can express their opinions. Much legislation 
has been attempted to be rushed through the 
two legislative bodies of both the Congress 
and State legislatures but much of it has been 
stalemated by the bicameral system. During 
the interim of the passage of the law from 
one body to the other the press has placed 
before the populace both by news articles 
and editorially the purport of the major issues 
and as a result the public has been informed 
and in this manner has an opportunity to 
express an opinion. Naturally when vast ad- 
verse criticism is brought to bear by the press 
and the public legislation is frequently killed 
by our representative bodies who are desirous 
of holding office and now seeking a pension 
for their already paid services. 

It is believed that the bicameral system 
has functioned we 1 throughout its existence 
in this country and in such instances in which 
it has been abolished there have been many 
deficiencies in administration. With this 
thought in mind it is urged that every effort 
be made to forestall the abolition of the dual 
legislative bodies in the State as a safeguard 
against hasty legislation and the protection 
to the individual.

A CITIZEN. 



The greatest traffic accident toll in the his- 
tory of the United States— a nation locked in 
a life and death struggle, has just been an- 
nounced by the National Safety Council. 

Forty thousand needed citizens, the ma- 
jority of them in the productive years oi rife, 
were in 1941 forever removed from partici- 
pation in their country's fight because they 
met death on the streets and highways. Fifty- 
five thousand more were permanently dis- 
abled. Another 1,345,000 persons received in- 
juries that were not so serious in nature, but 
which must have effected dangerously the 
titanic effort we are making to preserve 
everything that is worthwhile. 

The time has come for an enjfcfrely different 
attitude on %he partrof^hezpubHc, and upon 
the part of unjofficials whose duty it is to 
eliminate most of the causes for these figures. 

No longer is it a citizen's right to waste 
his life or his well-being by carelessness on 
the road, whether walking or driving. No 
longer can officials disregard some of the 
proven safeguards that are known to protect 
life and limb on the road. 

One of these that comes immediately to 
mind is adequate illumination for those 
strets and roads that have the worst traffic 
records. When it is remembered that 24,000 
of the 40,000 killed last year met death at 
night, the importance of visibility (the only 
factor that makes night driving six to ten 
times more dangerous than daylight driving) 
at once becomes apparent. 

A few years ago the Travelers Insurance 
Company surveyed 46 cities and found that 
almost half of the night accidents in those 
communities could have been avoided if the 
streets on which they occurred had been 
equipped with modern lighting. 

It seems that great public reforms come 
only when a nation has been rocked on its 
heels by an intolerable condition. The sta- 
tistics of the National Safety Council hav& 
just revealed a condition of this kind, aggra- 
vated manyfold by our present necessity to 
fight for our lives. Many of those citizens we 
are depending upon to help us win that strug- 
gle are being needlessly lost to the common 
misfortune of us all. 

It's time for every American to walk and 
drive with the same caution he would use if 
he were fighting with General Mac Arthur— 
and for the same reason. It is time for re- 
sponsible traffic and safety officials to employ 
their fullest ingenuity and training in putting 
an end to this tragic waste of lives and pro- 
duction. 

It's time for all of us to say "Stop!" to a 
most serious drain on our war energies.

The tragic death of Julia Frances Toler on 
Tuesday impressively brings home along with 
other traffic accidents the necessity of stricter 
regulations in the operation of automotive 
vehicles.

Governor Colgate W. Darden, Jr. has em- 
phasized and requested that the Legislature 
pass more restrictive regulations in reference 
to motor vehicle traffic. These requests ap- 
pear to be most wise on the part of the gover- 
nor in view of the ever increasing casualties 
as a result of highway accidents. He likewise 
has requested an increase in the personnel of 
the State Highway Patrol in order that the 
laws of the State in reference to the highway 
transportation may be more strictly enforced. 
This request seems justifiable. 

This unfortunate death of "Honey" Toler 
(as she was commonly known among her 
friends and schoolmates) directly brings to 
the pebple'of this locality an example which 
should point out to each individual operating 
an automobile the necessity of caution. There 
have been in the past innumerable occasions 
which should have been exampled but in this 
instance it appears to be one of gross

Of all the suppressions for 
which Nazi Germany is responsible, 
few are more notorious or more 
cruel than Hitler's attempt to up- 
root Christianity and revert to 
paganism. This movement, which 
in Germany is chiefly associated 
with the fanatical Alfred Rosen- 
berg, savors both of the horrifying 
and the fantastic. It is not, how- 
ever, unparalleled in history. The 
Soviets made similar attempts to 
destroy the State Church in Russia. 
These efforts apparently were un- 
availing. Now that Stalin is ap- 
pealing t o nationalistic forces 
against his deadly enemy, he finds 
that the church still survives and 
has power to move the Russian 
masses. 

Back in history there is an even 
more impressive parallel in the 
French Revolution.

Christianity was far too deeply 
rooted over a period of many cen- 
turies, to be pulled up at one at- 
tempt by a group of fanatics, no 
matter how strongly they happened 
to be entrenched in power. Now we 
have a second Reign of Terror and 
a second crusade against Christian- 
ity.

When 
you demanded electric lights, you 
got them. The same was true of 
a thousand other luxuries and 
necessities which have been aa 
common as dirt. You expressed 
your demands by buying a new 
product that instant It was put 
on the market by some enterpris- 
ing individual. You continued to 
express your demands by looking 
tirelessly for the best at the 
cheapest price. Millions of busi- 
nesses and industries have suc- 
cessfully striven to bring the mi- 
racles of science and Invention to 
you, the citizen. They are the 
same private enterprises that you 
have often booed and kicked a- 
round these many years. 

Here is where you, Mr. Citizen, 
may learn the most precious les- 
son of this war. Private enter- 
prise is serving you no longer. It 
is serving our government so that 
our country may survive in a 
world where most governments 
have directed the labor of the 
masses for many years toward 
nothing more productive than 
military power— the same years 
that* American enterprise devoted 
to giving you a richer, fuller 
life 

In this world struggle we are 
of necessity building a gigantic 
government, a gigantic military 
machine. Our free enterprise sys- 
tem is busy catching up with the 
slaves of the dictatorships. Until 
the was is terminated success- 
fully, you will do without the 
pampering that you have re- 
ceived from free enterprise.

Favorable For 
Poultry Profits 

Feed Cost of Producing 
A Broiler About 22 
Cents, Co-ops Resort 

A study of year-end feed prices 
chows that the 7 to 7tt lb. of 
feed necessary to produce a 2 to 
2% lb. broiler at eight to ten 
weeks will cost about 22 cants. 

Tha report, baaed on prices 
charged by farmers' co-operatives 
in this area to their members, and 
h»«jU by the Agricultural News 
tive duty in the Air Corps Reserve, 
he receives $600.00 for each year of 
his active service. 

This figure, despite rising retail 
market prices for poultry, compares 
favorably with the corresponding 
production cost of 1940 (53 cents),

The new tests do not emphasize 
Whether he possesses the required 
moral and character qualifications, 
detailed academic knowledge or 
studies but are concerned with an 
applicant's proficiency and ability

ing texts and manuals. The scope 
of the test is designed to determine 
the applicant's mechanical compre- 
hension and his ability to under- 
etand mechanical apparatus and 
diagrams; his alertness to new de- 
velopments in science, aviation and 
military affairs and his judgment 
in practical situations. 

Applicants for Aviation Cadet in- 
struction in ground courses of 
training, however, must meet defi- 
nite educational requirements, al- 
though the physical requirements 
for this type of duty do not include 
passing the flight physical exami- 
nation. 

For successful aircrew candi- 
dates, flying training will last ap- 
proximately seven and a half 
months, during which time the Avi- 
ation Cadet will receive $75.00 per 
month, plus $1.00 per day sub- 
sistence. He also receives, at Gov- 
ernment expense, lodging, neces- 
sary clothing, equipment, medical 
care and a $10,000.00 life insurance 
policy during the period of training. 
On assignment to active duty he 
may continue the policy by paying 
-the premiums. 

Upon graduation the cadet re- 
ceives an initial uniform allowance 
of $150.00 cash. On relief from ac- 



served that there is no such thing 
as a good price control plan and 
that, when price control becomes 
necessary as a result of scarcity, 
the only fair method is to apply a 
cost-plus system. It then cited 
four policies adopted many months 
ago by the nation's organized re- 
tailers, chain and independent a- 
likd, designed to safeguard the 
consumers' interest in these unpre- 
dictable times. 

1. The retailers have discour- 
aged speculation and scare adver- 
tising, either one of which could 
have caused serious and unpusti- 
fied price increases. 

2. Inventories have been kept 
on a reasonable basis. 

3. Prices have been based on 
the cast of goods, and not on a re- 
placement system. 

4. When increased sales made 
it possible, merchants have ab- 
sorbed increased costs opt of their 
own profits. That accounts for the 
fact that many large retail systems 
are doing a greatly increased busi- 
ness* — hot sr? showinir little if any 
increase in net profits. 

The results of these policies are 
clear. In the food field, for ex- 
ample, the price paid farmers has 
increased 56.2 per cent since June 
1939, and wholsale food prices 
have risen 31.5 per cent. Yet re- 
tail food prices have risen only 
19.2 per cent. 

The future of legislative price 
control is shrouded in mystery. In 
the meantime, the consumers of 
America owe a vote of thanks to 
the thousands of far-sighted re- 
tailers who are battling price in- 
flation with all the weapons they 
possess. 



were hatched from eggs produced 
by selected large, fast-growing, 
three year old fish, and will be at 
least eight inches in length when 
released. Those falling below the 
eight-inch limit will be held in the 
rearing ponds and allowed to grow 
until next spring. 

Both rainbow and brook trout 
are being shipped from the Com- 
mission's hatchery at Marion and 
from the rearing station at Monte- 
bello. Many trout from Federal 
hatcheries are also released in Vir- 
ginia streams each year. 

Plans Changed 

The usual fish stocking pro- 
cedure has been altered somewhat 
by the shortage of rubber tires 
brought about by the war, but a 
cooperative agreement worked out 
between the Game Commission and 
the United States Forest Service 
will make it possible to deliver fish 
to all suitable trout streams this 
year. 

Strcar.i3 north of the central 
part of Augusta County, both in 
and nut of the National Forests, 
will be stocked with fish brought 
from the Federal hatchery at Leed- 
town, West Virginia, in Forest 
Service trucks. The Virginia Com- 
mission of GameJtand Inland Fish- 
eries will distribute fish to all the 
streams farther south. This plan 
eliminates many of the long hauls 
made by both Commission and 
Forest Service trucks in the past. 

Unusually dry weather caused 
many .streams to go dry last sum- 
mer, and the carry-over of fish 
from last season is believed to be 
very poor. Most trout streams are 
now said to be carrying a satis- 
factory volume of water.

The educational program, Secre- 
tary Wickard said, "must without 
exception include all that is neces- 
sary to an understanding by rural 
people of earn program individual- 
ly and of all programs as a uni- 
fied whole." 

The Extension Service, a coop- 
erative agency of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
land-grant colleges, is officially 
known in Virginia as the Agricul- 
tural Extension Division of the 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute, with 
headquarters in Blacksburg. It 
has a corps of trained subject-mat- 
ter specialists, farm demonstration 
agents in every county, and home 
demonstration agents in nearly 
two-thirds of the counties of the 
State. 



Virginia motorists on Wednes- 
day, February 25, may well be 
proud of the fact that to date 
they have paid out $255,040 in 
state and federal gasoline taxes, 
E. A. Kyhn, Secretary of the Vir- 
ginia Petroleum Industries Com- 
mittee, said today in calling at- 
tention to the fact that the Am- 
erican gasoline tax will be 23 years 
old on that day. 

"The gasoline tax was inaug- 
urated in Oregon in 1919, becom- 
ing effective on February 25 of 
that year. This state adopted the 
levy in 1923 and since that time 
the state has collected $217,829 in 
revenue from motor fuel. In 1941 
a record high of $23,285 was paid 
to the state in gasoline taxes by 
its motorists. 

"These millions of dollars in 
gasoline taxes have played a major 
part in pulling this state out of 
the mud. When this country en- 
tered the first World War in 1917 
our highways still were on a horse 
and buggy basis. They were dusty 
in dry weather and were, mud holes 
in wet weather. Automobiles were 
still a badge of wealth and in many 
states most cars hibernated thru 
the winter resting on jacks. Most 
of the trucks on the highway were 
Light deiivery bodies luounted on 
passenger car chasses. 

"Now all this is changed. At 
the beginning of 1942 there were 
about six times as many car-own- 
ing families as there were in 1917. 
More than two out of every three 
families in the entire country were 
car-owners in 1941. Use of trucks 
also showed a remarkable growth. 
There are 15 times as many trucks 
on the highways of the United 
States now as there were in 1917, 
and the tracks today are efficient 
vehicles for transportation. 

"The motor vehicle owners who 
have paid out their millions of dol- 
lars in gasoline taxes to provide 
better roads may proudly take 
their hats off to the American gas- 
oline tax on February 25," said 
Mr. Kyhn. "The roads built with 
this revenue have served the peo- 
ple well in peace and in war. Our 
highways an bringing men and 
jobs together 111 the defense indus- 
tries all over the country. Our 
roads are facilitating production 
in the all-out effort, 
and continual rubber scrap col-
